ABOTAGING THE UN: Every sampling of public opinion on the 

United Nations reflects how ardent and persistent is the hope of 
the common pespie in the UN. (A Gallup poll revealed that 83 per cent 
of the American people favored U. S. cooperation in a UN police force). 
Still hoping and praying that the UN will be given a chance to consol- 
idate its structure for the building of lasting peace, the people of Amer- 
ica remain largely unaware of the subtle but deliberate campaign that 
is being pushed to destroy the UN. 

Fearful of arousing public reaction, while popular goodwill to- 
wards the UN remained high, the anti-UN campaign was confined at 
first to small-calibre sniping. The UN was accused of being a sounding 
board for Russian propaganda (ignoring the fact that the UN also pro- 
vided the one place we could answer Moscow propaganda, face to face 
and word for word, before the eyes of the world); it was called a center 
for international “do-gooders” and “long haired idealists” and other such 
trivial criticism. A large section of our press and radio has aided the 
sniping by headlining all failures and shortcomings of the UN, while 
ignoring and playing down its great successes in stopping war in Palestine 
and Pakistan, etc., and minimizing the historic achievements of UNESCO. 

WHY FEAR THE UN? What the leaders of economic and polit- 
ical feudalism in America fear is the day when the UN might become 
strong enough to interfere with the American monopoly of oil, rubber, tin, 
shipping and other interests, a monopoly shared by a few English and 
Dutch cartelists. If the UN became a truly international ruling body, 
would it permit the continuation of a system of economic exploitation 
that victimized most of the nation members? The answer was obvious — 
so the movement started to prepare the ground for the destruction of the 
UN, even while it had overwhelming popular support. Also, if the UN, 
with many nations of color in its membership, became successful as a 
world governing force, there would be a new day in race relations. The 
white race could no longer remain dominant in political and economic 
affairs; and political and economic feudalism in the U. S. is closely al- 
lied to racial feudalism. Likewise, if the UN and its laws and courts 
should become the supreme governing authority of the world, to which all 
people may appeal for justice, then Negroes, Mexicans, our own Indians 
(victims of unfair treatment in so many areas of our country and often 
unable to gain justice through our own courts) could appeal through 
proper international channels to the authority of the UN. The very 
thought of this brings near-apoplexy in many quarters and cries concern- 
ing the “threat to our sovereignty.” For this reason the UN’s influence 
is dubbed “subversive.” 


NOTHER ELEMENT: As the arch-conservative elements, espe- 
cially vocal in such papers as the McCormick, Hearst and Scripps- 
Howard groups and their imitators over the country, have gradually in- 
creased the tempo of the attacks on the UN, the voices of the Catholic 
hierarchy have joined in. As the UN began to appear sufficiently 
discredited to permit such action without an adverse public reaction, 

the Catholic hierarchy often takes the leadership in these attacks. 
CATHOLIC DOCTRINE VS. THE UN: The Catholic hierarchy, 
through dogma and tradition, considers the Church as the only world body 
suitable and authorized to rule all mankind. Political rule, in the doctrinal

The U. S. Government’s indict- 
ment of American oil corporations 
for their part in a restrictive world 
oil cartel reveals how oil has be- 
come a major dictator in the politi- 
cal and economic life of the world 
and how these same corporations 
can fleece the American taxpayer 
by remote control. 

The Government charges cer- 
tain large oil companies (Standard 
of N. J. and Calif., Socony-Vac- 
uum, Gulf, the Texas Co., Shell 
and British-owned Anglo-Iranian) 
with fixing world prices, strangling 
competition and profiteering. Be- 
yond these nominal charges that 
will be tried in the courts are other 
significant factors. In our first re- 
port on this action, we mentioned 
that the American oil companies. in 
dealing with the old feudal Near 
East Governments, had become a 
part of so many shady intrigues 
that it was doubtful if the public 
would ever hear the true history 
of the manipulations of the oil in- 
terests in Near East diplomacy. 
This aspect has been reflected in the 
efforts of the oil companies to pre- 
vent the Government from using 
Grand Jury subpoenas to make 
available the records of their deal- 
ings with the Near East Govern- 
ments. One company frankly said 
that if the U.S. Government 
“forces us to divulge confidential 
matters dealing with foreign sov- 
ereigns, it may subject us to crim- 
inal and civil sanctions in those 
countries under their present Gov- 
ernments and will cause loss of 
good will.” (Washington Post, Aug. 
20) “It was the job of the oil execu- 
tive to get the oil out of the coun- 
try and in doing so he was com- 
pelled to deal with whatever Gov- 
ernment was in power.” If that 
Government happened to be a feu- 
dal despotism, that was none of the 
company’s concern. But if that des- 
potism was precariously perched on 
the backs of an impoverished des-

perate, rebellious people, then, by 
dealing with the despot, placing in 
his possession enormous sums drawn 
from wealth rightfully belonging to 
all the people, the oil companies be- 
came a part of that system that 
perpetuated tyranny and fostered 
the further exploitation of the peo- 
ple. The network of such intrigue 
and its resulting influence usually 
extends far beyond the country in 
which the deals are made. The tur- 
bulent events in Iran and other 
Near East areas simply means that 
history has caught up with the west- 
ern oil interests. Because American 
oil men have been more generous 
in their split with the feudal mon- 
archs than the British, the Ameri- 
can corporations now have an ex- 
tra period of grace. 

The first motive of the U. S. 
Government, consequently, is to 
end the day when a combine of 
large oil corporations can use their 
financial power to influence the af- 
fairs of nations. Power used in pur- 
suit of profit in such instances has 
often run contrary to the pursuit 
of peace. 

$67 million overcharge: The 
fact that the U. S. Government 
is also suing the companies to re- 
cover more than $67 million, col- 
lected in excess charges for oil de- 
livered as a part of Marshall Plan 
aid, gives emphasis to the belief 
that the oil companies have been 
operating without sufficient concern 
for international morality or peace. 

Behind this indictment move 
is the recorded evidence that not 
only did the oil companies over- 
charge Uncle Sam $67 million but, 
by secret deals before all this be- 
gan, they had already filtered out 
of the American taxpayers’ pockets 
over $30 million to keep their in- 
vestments sound in the Near East 
during the war years when they 
could not operate their leases. We 
have previously reported (BTL, 
Mar. 21,49) the testimony submit- 
ted to a Senate investigating com- 
mittee by one of the former top oil 
executives of one of the Near East 
American oil companies, James A. 
Moffett, who stated that he had 
been asked to use his influence in 
Washington to secure payments 
from the U. S. Treasury for Ibn 
Saud, monarch of Saudi Arabia, so 
that the Arabian leases could be 
held securely during the periods 
when oil production was suspend- 
ed. Ibn Saud threatened to deal 
with the other parties if huge sums 
were not forthcoming. Mr. Moffett, 
who had been president of the 
American-Arabian Oil Company, 
stated that he had been promised $6 
million as a bonus to himself by 
his corporation if he succeeded in 
getting the money from the U. S. 
Government. He succeeded and $30 


million were secretly slipped to Ibn 
(eontinued third col., THIS page)

concepts of the Church’s teaching, can only stem out of the Church’s 
authority and controls. (That is why the Vatican regards the U. S. as a 
mission field and counts it a “non-Catholic” nation.) Thus the UN can- 
not possibly be accepted by the Vatican as an organized government of 
all mankind. 

BOTH CATHOLICS AND RABID REACTIONARIES IN 
AMERICA are now centering their attack principally upon the United 
Nations Educational, Scientific and Cultural Organization and the World 
Health Organization. Both UNESCO and WHO are being accused by 
Vatican publications and Catholic voices in this country as being “athe- 
istic” and “communistic,” charges entirely without foundation. 

In scores of American communities, enemies of the UN have 
spread the same lies. But a devastating counterattack against those who 
have been undermining the UNESCO in this manner is presented by Anne 
O’Hare McCormick, leading editorial writer of the N. Y. Times, herself 
a devout Catholic. She points out that UNESCO was organized to com- 
bat illiteracy, break down physical and mental barriers to intercourse 
between different countries, to pool experiences, compare methods of 
teaching, and in general forge cultural bonds among the people who 
have in the past had few contacts beyond their borders. The frank ob- 
ject of UNESCO, states Mrs. McCormick, was to create a climate in 
which men could feel their kinship, thus routing the poisonous hatreds 
that war-makers have been able to enflame. Mrs. McCormick hails this 
effort as a complete new approach to the world’s history, tells of its great 
successes, which are usually ignored in this country. Apropos of the 
charges that UNESCO is communistic and atheistic, she points out that 
the Soviet Union will have nothing to do with UNESCO and fights it at 
every turn; recalls that three iron curtain countries — Poland, Czecho- 
slovakia and Hungary — joined UNESCO before they were communized 
and then promptly had to withdraw after they came into the Soviet orbit. 
She likewise notes that, instead of being atheistic, UNESCO is filled with 
men of devout faith — Christian, Jews, Mohammedans, Hindus, etc. 

Extreme reactionary groups in many communities are fighting all 
forms of UN study in the public schools, leveling their attacks especially 
on UNESCO as “subversive” because of its challenge to racial, political 
and economic feudalism. Teachers and principals of schools and super- 
intendents of public education are being threatened with dismissal if they 
do not remove all mention of the UN and UNESCO from text books. 
The voices of economic and political feudalism in America and the voice 
of religious totalitarianism have joined to undermine and destroy the only 
structure that the little people over the earth have had to look to with 
new hope and promise for a way out of oppression and war. This strug- 
gle extends right into your own community, and each citizen can have a 
vital part in the battle. 


OLITICAL BAMBOOZAL: If ever the American public has been 

treated to high-flying political bamboozal, this is the year! And, by 
and large, it’s good entertainment — the candidates hurling financial ac- 
cusations at each other, bearing their breasts to the public, opening doors 
to family financial closets, telling all with tearful voice — the Democratic 
candidate experimenting with a little light-hearted humor to lighten the 
dour atmosphere, and the GOP mad because they haven’t anybody who 
can toss back a few quips in return. It is a good show but a poor cam- 
paign — with vital decisions made not by responsible groups judging on 
a high moral level but left to mob appeal, and with too much emphasis 
on what the candidates are against and too little on what they are for. 


AMPAIGN FACTS OBSCURE: Both Eisenhower and Stevenson 

are able, sincere men, refreshingly superior to the run-of-the-mill 
politicians who will say anything to get votes. But both candidates have 
been harassed and pummeled into following the party lines laid down 
for them. 

Those sections of the press and radio which are more interested 
in getting their candidate elected than in reporting the truth are obscuring 
these facts: Newsmen and others intimately associated with the candidates 
are convinced that both Eisenhower and Stevenson think very much alike 
on all main issues, though by the nature of politics both are being forced 
to lean away from their own convictions, but that each in his own mind 
is determined, if elected, to spring back to his own views and beliefs. 
Thus, as far as the political future is concerned, it doesn’t matter so much 
who is elected in the long view, for we'll come up at the same place. 
Both Eisenhower and Stevenson are friendly to labor and want to see the 
welfare of the worker and his family advanced, with labor racketeer lead- 
ership curbed where it still exists. Both candidates are about 90 per cent 
for the Truman foreign policy. However Stevenson, not being a military 
man, is far from convinced that everything depends on armaments, as the 
general believes, although he tries to keep his guard up at that point. 
Both are eager to see solid progress in civil rights and racial justice;

Saud through British “lend-lease” 
with no word of it ever reaching 
the public here until many months 
after the war when Mr. Moffett’s 
testimony was finally published in 
a few papers (N. Y. Times, Wash- 
ington Post), but quickly squelched 
elsewhere and nothing was done by 
Congress to correct the situation. 
Moffett told the Senate committee 
that his corporation refused to ful- 
fill their promise to pay him the $6 
million bonus and therefore he had 
resigned as president of the 
company. 

So with $30 million from the 
U. S. Treasury to cover the oil com- 
pany leases, plus the $67 million 
overcharges by these same oil com- 
panies charged U. S. for deliveries 
of oil from the Near East, comput- 
ed on the basis of the companies’ 
charges on other similar deliveries 
elsewhere, the total amount filtered 
from the U. S. Treasury approaches 
$100 million. The difficulty faced in 
the oil indictment now before the 
Federal Courts is that the oil com- 
panies are so large and powerful, 
their interests so widely extended 
and their subsidiaries so numerous 
and endlessly interwoven with many 
functions of the American Gov- 
ernment in the sale of oil products 
to the Army, Navy and Air Force, 
etc., that the oil corporations are 
in themselves a match for the U. S. 
Government in any test of strength. 





Hope For China 


Amid the political snam battles 
raging now, the orators usually 
write off China. But Nathaniel 
Peffer, one of the best qualified 
authorities on China today, veteran 
of long years in China, professor 
of international studies and Asian 
history at Columbia University, 
does not believe that China is per- 
manently lost to the free world. 

The following summary of 
his estimate of China’s future is 
worth keeping in view: “The Chi- 
nese are a rational people, a po- 
litically skeptical people and an in- 
dividualistic people. They have nev- 
er been successfully regimented 
and in the long run will prove 
among the hardest to regiment. 
They are not doctrinaire nor given 
to thinking in formulae and flying 
to extremes of thought and action, 
except in momentary tensions of 
spasm. Beyond most people, they 
can laugh at themselves, a fatal 
handicap to a Communist. If Chi- 
nese history means anything, com- 
munism as now applied cannot en- 
dure; and Chinese history is long 
and overpowering and as yet uncon- 
querable. The Communist system 
will no doubt last longer than any 
other since the monarchy fell, but 
unless there is a _ fundamental 


change, which is not very likely, it 
will not be permanent, even if its 
fall does not come for some years.” 





Medical Survey 


As the President’s Commission 
on the Health Needs of the Nation, 
appointed some months ago, makes 
its survey over the country, they 
are finding that the community co- 
operative clinics and hospitals not 
only are very effectively meeting 
health needs in both industrial and 
rural areas, but that the medical 
cooperatives are opening a path of 
action that leads directly away from 
socialized or state-controlled medi- 
cine. In the cooperative medical 
centers, the people receiving the 
service own the enterprise, 
elect boards to manage and super- 
vise, employ the physicians and 
technicians. The doctors themselves 
are members of these boards, are 
looked to for advice and leader- 
ship. At no place dees the system 
require or tend to seek state su- 
pervision or support. Because it is 
privately owned and operated by 
the citizens it serves, the coopera- 
tive medical system actually lifts a 
barrier to the threat of increasing 
Government control. 

Yet the American Medical As- 
sociation has fought the coopera- 
tive medical centers in a fashion 
that has been devoid of both honor 
or vision. The AMA has tried to 
bar physicians who worked with 


the cooperative medical groups 
from membership in the county 
and state medical associations 


which is “tantamount to forbidding 
such physicians the right to earn a 
living in the science in which they 
have been trained,” wrote one 
young doctor who faced this prob- 
lem when he deliberately sought to 
direct his own career into rural co- 
operative clinics where the need for 
medical service is so great. It has 
taken court action to force the med- 
ical societies to retreat from their 
obstructionist position. In Seattle, 
staff doctors of the hospital and 
clinic run by the Group Health Co- 
operative of Puget Sound, won a 
suit in Federal courts against the 
Medical Society and have conse- 
quently been admitted as members, 
as did the noted pioneer rural co- 
operative hospital at Elk City, Okla. 
But staff doctors in several other 
major cooperative medical centers 
are still fighting for recognition. 
The President’s medical Com- 
mission is at the present time ex- 
amining community health condi- 
tions and_ hearing testimony 
throughout the country. Although 
the Commission includes some of 
the most highly respected medical 
men in America, it is opposed by 
the AMA as a “political trick,” and 
its report will no doubt touch off 
anew the conflict between the many 
doctors and health authorities who 
urge medical reforms and the “old 
guard” who dominate the AMA. 
Dr. Paul B. Magnuson, chairman 
of the Commission, recently chal- 
lenged physicians to furnish Jeader-

both are men of good character and strongly disapprove of Truman’s 
government-by-cronies which has so often betrayed the sincere, inept 
little man from Missouri. 

ARM TWIST: Both candidates are having their arms twisted by 
the political professionals. Eisenhower set out to win by rallying around 
him the large force of young liberal Republicans who were strong enough 
to unseat the old guard at the Chicago convention and who believed 
in party reform and political leadership that aimed at building 
a better America for every American through the revitalization of 
our entire social and economic structure strictly within the framework 
of free enterprise. Eisenhower’s handicap has been his inexperience in 
economic and political affairs, and his campaign speeches have not had 
anything like the drama and persuasiveness his backers expected. His ad- 
visers, mostly wealthy, able and progressive industrialists, business men 
and a few editors with the Dewey-Lodge political group at the wheel, 
covered for him where their candidate was weak. Meanwhile, an un- 
scrupulous campaign against Ike’s advisers was carried on in the ultra 
conservative Republican press and radio—to label the Eisenhower 
advisers and backers as “left-wing” Republicans. 

EISENHOWER, TAFT, McCARTHY: When the Eisenhower 
campaign was not going with the zip and drama that had been expected, 
the McCarthy victory in Wisconsin produced a temporary state of nervous 
collapse within the Eisenhower camp. That was when the extreme 
reactionaries of the GOP pulled out all the stops in the effort to stampede 
the whole GOP party into believing that the McCarthy victory was a sign 
from heaven that they must take over the party and its candidate once 
more. The hoax involved in this is that all unprejudiced political observ- 
ers had forecast McCarthy’s victory in the primary election because of 
his hold on the predominantly rural Roman Catholic vote in Wisconsin. 
But the reactionary voices in press and radio pressured the Eisenhower 
camp into thinking that McCarthy’s vote gave the Wisconsin senator a

ship in exploring health needs, and 
cautioned that “if organized medi- 
cine is to retain its rightful place 
of esteem in our society, it had bet- 
ter cease and desist at once from its 
current policy of proclaiming that 
it, alone, can decide whether there 
are any health problems in_ this 
country, and that it alone can de- 
cide what the average doctor should 
think about problems of the day.” 


Surgeons Take Lead 

Certain elements in the medical 
profession are taking the initiative 
in eliminating the evils in their prac- 
tices, as evidenced during the recent 


annual clinical congress of the 
American College of Surgeons 


which announced an intensified cam- 
paign to stamp out fee-splitting, ghost 
surgery and other “dishonest and 
unethical” practices. Dr. Evarts A. 
Graham of St. Louis, chairman of 
the board of regents and one of the 
world’s highest ranking surgeons, 
stated that the college was consid- 
ering a campaign on radio and tele- 
Vision to acquaint the public with 
existing evils. Fee-splitting is the 
practice whereby a physician refers 
a patient to a surgeon who “kicks- 
back” part of the fee to the physi- 
cian. Ghost surgery is the practice 
of deceiving the patient as to who 
actually performs an operation — 
the surgeon only appearing after 
the patient is anesthetized. Such 
practices, according to officials of 
the American College of Surgeons, 
lead to operations by incompetent 
surgeons and to unnecessary surgery. 

It was pointed out that a young 
doctor starting practice in a com- 
munity where this custom prevailed 
among other physicians often could 
not survive unless he cooperated. 

Although universally condemned 
by leaders in medicine, these prac- 
tices are common enough to cause 
serious concern to the college and 
have resulted in the expulsion of 
12 fellows from the American Col- 
lege of Surgery in recent years. Ad- 
mission to fellowship carries with 
it a pledge not to split fees. 

Fee-splitting has been outlawed 
in 23 states, but it remains a ser- 
ious problem in other areas. It was 
stated that “there is no question but 
that fee-spliting is on the increase 
in Chicago and the surrounding 
area.” On the other hand, in Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, where up till six 
years ago fee-splitting was wide- 
spread, it “ended almost overnight” 
when a local surgeons’ society was 
formed and every surgeon agreed 
to have his books and income tax 
returns inspected by an indepen- 
dent auditor.

Constitutional Rights 


At Hazlehurst, Georgia, one 
man and one family own the town’s 
principal industry in which most 
of the workers in the community 
are employed. As in nearly all such 


paternal systems found in many 
communities of the South, wages 
run from substandard to fairly 


good, but other benefits that most 
workers receive in the way of pen- 
sions, vacations, etc., are missing. 
This lack of security for the work- 
er is covered up adroitly by such 
paternal favors as cheap housing 
and other minor advantages that 
quickly vanish when times are hard 
and employment scarce. 

Some employees recently felt that 
the situation could be improved by 
organizational effort among the 
workers to meet the dictates of 
management. The right for workers 
to organize is recognized in all 
American courts as a constitutional 
right —- just as much so as the right 
to worship or to enjoy freedom of 
speech or press. By request of the 
workers three well-known CIO men 
were sent to Hazlehurst, including 
John G. Ramsay, a noted Chris- 
tian layman, ordained minister of 
the Presbyterian Church and an of- 
ficial in the National Council of 
Churches, who has devoted his life 
to labor problems in the most sane 
and Christian spirit. With two oth- 
er CIO representatives, Mr. Ram- 
say arranged to meet the represent- 


atives of the workers and to dis- 
tribute union literature. When 
these three men approached the 


plant, they were attacked by a gang 
of armed men, beaten up and or- 
dered out of town. They made no 
effort to defend themselves but en- 
deavored to their consti- 
tutional freedoms. But soon they 
were again set upon by mobs of 
self-appointed vigilantes all inti- 
mately with the local 
economic bosses, while the sheriff

of reach. 
Labor unions have committed 


many injustices in their time, but 
this does not change the fact that in 
this instance the Constitution of the 
U. S. was flaunted, that common 
decency and concepts of freedom 
of speech and freedom of action by 
citizens were prohibited by the one- 
man industria! oligarchy of the 
community, working through his 
picked henchmen in the police and 
sheriff's offices. 

The CIO workers first had in- 
terviewed the churches and found 
the majority of the pastors sympa- 
thetic towards the workers’ desire 
to become organized. When the 
violence broke out, the churches 
became silent — some of the pas- 
tors, hearing the crack. of the boss’s 
whip, began to preach sermons 
against labor organizations.

nation-wide vindication which is far from the truth — and that he had 
thus become an absolute necessity in the Eisenhower camp. It is true that 
McCarthy could pull the support of all arch conservatives and the rural 
Catholic vote in any state — but when has that vote ever won a national 
election? 

But the Ike backers saw a grave risk in going it alone without the 
Taft camp, and although Taft. an upright and fair-minded citizen, usu- 
ally held his nose when McCarthy was around, it was obvious that Ike 
would have to take the Taft-McCarthy support altogether or not at all. 
When Nixon’s financial difficulties came out, there were even some 
secret moves to try to get McCarthy on the ticket in Nixon’s place! 
But Eisenhower. as a military authority, knows full well the honorable 
place his friend Gen. George Marshall will have in history and feels toward 
McCarthy about as Taft does. It certainly would not have been a pleasant 
prospect for Ike to look forward to holding his nose for four years. 

Then Nixon’s clever performance of emotional slight-of-hand made 
a political asset of him too. But McCarthy remains in the upper echelon 
of the Eisenhower campaign, while Taft has added quality to the picture. 
(We still believe that Taft, by far the most able Republican in the Senate, 
would have been a much stronger candidate than Eisenhower, and that 
the bloc of young Republicans, bent on reform, would not have bolted 
had Taft not surrendered to the rash GOP obstructionists whom he has 
opposed on housing and other issues, had he not allowed himself to be 
shoved into accepting McCarthy into his caravan. And with Taft as a 
candidate the Republicans would have had a firm campaign based on 
clear-cut issues.)

TEVENSON can’t do much about Truman’s record of faulty admin- 
istration, and the Illinois governor’s divorce handicaps him with the 
Catholic vote. But his strong stand for civil rights, made as emphatically 
in the South as in the North, is counted on to win the Negro vote 100 
per cent. There is also a strong underground tide, which no GOP pub- 
lisher or radio voice would admit, that Stevenson’s success and experience 
in business. and his record in dealing with business interests in his state. 
are impressive alongside Eisenhower’s total lack of business experience. 
However, to many skilled observers it does seem that the odds are with 
Eisenhower, and that Stevenson cannot shake off the pall of Democratic 
Administration failures. But keep in mind that newsmen who have been 
covering both candidates are by and large convinced that Stevenson’s 
strength is far more formidable than surface indications would lead one 
to believe. There is I:kewise no doubt that his penetrating discussions 
of the major issucs of the campaign and his thoughtful analyses of the 
problems we face reveal a respect for the intelligence of the American 
voters which some reporters are speculating might after all be better pol- 
itics than it appears right now. 


IRACLE IN EUROPE: Absorption in political news and the Ko- 

rean war is kceping the American people from realizing how mo- 
mentous are the events occurring in Europe. In our recent report on the 
inauguration of the Schuman plan in Western Europe (BTL, Sept. 1), we 
only timidly hinted the hope that the reorganization of the iron, steel and 
coal industries of those countries might some day lead to a political union 
of the Western European states. Within less than a month, a great surge has 
swept over Western Europe, looking towards political union or federation 
of states being set up upon the foundations of the industrial unification 
that is now being established. This urge has swept with real force through 
almost all phases of European life, and with such promise that Lon- 
don papers have reported the amazement and alarm of British officials in 
that such developments were taking place and Britain wasn’t in on them! 
The British, thinking such speculations were still very nebulous, have stood 
aside from European talks of unity, in the interests of their Common- 
wealth ties. With the North Atlantic Military defense pact under U. S. 
leadership now under way, with the unification of the most important 
industries of the area becoming a fact, a Federal Union of European 
States could soon be a reality. It would be the best European news in a 
hundred years. While those who have sought peaceful means of rebuild- 
ing a war-torn world have opposed the rearmament of Europe under U. S. 
leadership, yet it should not be forgotten that in times past, the prob- 
lem of building a united military organization was what baffled those 
who sought to promote a United States of Europe. The military leaders 
of America will have rendered a great service to the eventual peace and 
security of the world if they will now be willing to extend their influence 
and resources toward strengthening the concepts and actual organization 
of a united armed force for a federated Western Europe. It may still 
be peace based on armies, but an international armed power dedicated 
to the maintenance of peace over a large area is a long step forward out 
of a thousand years of insane nationalism and war between the many 
nations of Europe. 








Revolt Against War 

A revealing change has taken 
place in the attitude of young men 
of military age towards service in 
the Air Force. a change dramatized 
when front-page dispatches report- 
ed that some of our reserve pilots, 
who had proved their courage in 
World War II, had refused to re- 
turn to the air. Since their war 
service they had acquired depend- 
ents and the prospect of Korean 
combat led them to their decision. 

It then developed that the num- 
ber who in recent months had 
taken this decision was not six but 
many more. Hanson W. Baldwin, 
military analyst of the N. Y. 
Times, comments on the “mutiny” 
as dramatizing the decline in the 
urge to fly, which was once the 
goal of most American boys. “In 
the past, men never have been as- 
signed to flying duty against their 
will Waiting lists for flying 
training were long and the services 
were usually able to pick and 
choose . . . For the first time since 
World War II, neither West Point 
nor Annapolis has been able to fill 
completely their flying quotas. Only 
207 of 484 physically qualified men 
at Annapolis have asked for fly- 
ing duty. Of this year’s 6,700 grad- 
uates in the Air Rerserve Officers’ 
Training Corps program only 1,800 
have volunteered and only 750 of 
these are qualified.” 

The U. S. News believes this 
situation to be caused by the fact 
that young men just don’t belieye 
an emergency exists, therefore 
question the risk. Certainly an im- 
portant factor must be that war is 
no longer glamorous. Dropping 
bombs on civilians, setting fire to 
cities, burning out thousands of 
homes (inevitable in wiping out 
crowded industrial and transporta- 
tion centers) is no longer consid- 
ered a pleasant memory to carry 
around the rest of one’s life. Also it 
is slowly seeping out that the Com- 
munists, for all their cruelties, nev- 
er lose sight of the psychological 
and ideological phases of warfare 
and consequently seldom, if ever, 
bomb a civilian area. Their armies 
are presented as “the saviors of 
the poor exploited masses.” 

Is it taking a revolt of youth to 
make this factor in modern war- 
fare, which the Reds have so skill- 
fully employed against us, under- 
standable to our military leaders. 


PARENT’S EXAMPLE: A re- 
cent survey of students’ drinking 
habits in 27 colleges and universi- 
ties, made by Yale University scien- 
tists, reveals that 90 per cent of the 
men students, whose parents drink, 
do likewise; among women students 
this figure was 83 per cent. Only 
half the men students and 19 per 
cent of the women students, whose 
parents are abstainers, care for al- 
cohol. Four out of five students 
who drink began before college.
